Burrows died at the home of a friend 
on Trentvale street, the body being 
rtmoved later to the homo of a brother, 
Richard Burrows, on Calcutta 
road. 
The suddeness of the 
man s 
death 
caused Richard to become suspicious 
and it was he who determined to have 


an autopsy held. 
• Dr. Bailey was first consulted in the 
matter, and this morning he, together 
with Drs. Hobbs and I^aughlln, went 
to the Burrows home prepared to make 


the desired examination. 
On reaching the home the physicians 
were met by the dead man’s wife and 
daughters, who protested against the 
post mortem and would not consent to 
having it performed. Richard insisted, 
but ow ing to the objection of the de- 
ceasod’s daughters, the doctors took 


their departure. 
It Is said that Burrows' reason for 
having the autopsy held was due to 
his suspicions that his brother had 
been poisoned. 
Some time ago the dead man’s wife 
obtained a divorce from bim and later 
she brought suit against him to pre­ 
vent the sale of a lot in the Riverview 
cemetery, which, she claimed, he tried 
to dispose of.

A shocking and fatal accident hap­ 
pened yesterday afternoon on tho pipe 
lino work which the Ohio Valley Gas 
company is having done 
about 
one- 
fourth mile above Edwin lf. Knowles' 
pottery, on the Southside. 
Charles Twyford was the victim of 
the accident and died at 5 o'clock this 
morning at his homo on Boyd street. 
East End. 
Three of his companions 
wore also hurt, but not seriously. 
When tho men quit work yesterday 
to eat dinner four of them entered 
a temporary shed that had been built 
for a shelter by tho night watchman. 
They wore Charles Twyford, 
John 
Twyford, Fred Hall and another young 
luau by the nam© of Miller. The shed 
was a very frail structure and a vori 
table death imp. Boards two Inchon in 
thickness rad been stood on edge one 
above the other to a height of six or 
seven foot. 
For a roof, boards had 
boon piled on tho Improvised 
walls 
throe feet in thickness. 
Tho four )oung men woro chatting 
md eating their lunches In tho rickety 
nclosure. Charles Twyford was tilted 
back against a tool box when, 
for 
mine unknown (aune, tho shack 
col­ 
lapsed. 
AII of tho men wero pinioned 
by tho boards, but when released by 
other laborers, Charlet Twyford was 
the only person who was badly hurt. 
His body wan apparently lifeless. 
Men carried him to th© residence 
d Dr. William Donahoo In 
Chester. 
Tho physician made a cursory exami­ 
nation and did what he could to re 
Hove the patient's condition. He was 
ox tho opinion that the victim's spine 
had been injured and possibly broken. 
In short order the hospital ambu­ 
lance was summoned from East Liver­ 
pool and the patient was removed to 
his home In Dunnville, East End. Dr. 
Hobbs was sent for and on examine 
Hon found that Twyford’s spine had 
been Injured below the baeo of the 
nock, 
His whole body was paralyzed 
with the exception of his head. The 
young man could think dearly and 
talk. but had no further us© of him 
self, the spinal cord refusing to act 
below his neck. 
At ll p. rn. th© doctor said that It 
would henecessary to walt two orthree 
days for development heforo anything 
contd he determined as to the outcome 
of the injuries. He left the 
patient 
asleep at bis home and resting well. 
Hhortly after midnight he lapsed In 
to unconsciousness and failed to rally. 
and at 5:15 this morning breathed his 
last.

Chief Clerk Ashman, of tho office 
of the state commissioner of labor, 
is now at work on the compilation of 
figures submitted by 
Mr. 
Pollock 
Through his courtesy your correspond 
ent was enabled to obtain in advance 
tho data pro* ared at the Stark county 
workhouse. 
During the year 96 prisoners wore 
received at the Institution, of whl* h 
number HH were employed by contrac­ 
tors In making brooms and brushes. 
They worked nine hours each day and 
received aa compensation the munlfl 
rent sum of IO cents per day. 
The 
sum paid the workhouse by contrac­ 
tors for the work performed therein 
amounted to $2,089.21. 
The receipts 
from manufactured articles consigned 
to points beyond the state amounted 
to $9,500; the receipts from what was 
sold within the state were $1,000. The 
raw material used in the Institution 
coat $7,000. 
No purchases were made 
of any of the products manufactured 
In the workshops by the Btato. 
The free labor employed Inc ludes 
managers, foremen, assistant foremen 
and salesmen, who are paid in the or­ 
der in which they appear the follow­ 
ing per diem wage: $4.17, $2.60, $2.OH 
and $1.04.

The commissioner of the Interior foi 
Porte Rico in Ids annual report, says 
a Washington dispatch, notes th** con 
ti nun nee of the public lands question 
as a vexatious ami annoying problem 
and recommends a searching Investigtf 
tlon of titles throughout th** Island, to 
Im- followed by careful surveys of ail 
public lands. The commissioner adds 
"Upon the presumption timt th** titles 
to ull lauds not held by legal claim or 
private ownership had passed by the 
treaty of Paris to the United States, 
no provision has been made by the lu 
sulnr government to determine the lo 
cation ami extent of such lands, and 
this department has been handicapped 
both by hick of authority and the 
means to prosecute tin* work with any 
sort of vigor. 
I am unable, therefore, 
to r«*iK)tt any material additions to the 
list of public lands.” 
The point raised by the commissioner 
Is whether the so called “public lands 
of Forto Rico were ceded to the (Tutted 
States 
by 
the 
treaty 
of 
Paris 
as 
“crown” lands or were they and do 
they remain the property of Porto 
Rico as "state lands.” On this subject 
tic odds: 
“The 
distinction 
between 
'crown' 
property and ‘state’ property in Porto 
Rico needs, from the facts stated, to be 
determined. If the ‘immovable’ prop­ 
erty coded Is construed to embrace 
public 
lands as defined 
by 
United 
States laws, yet which did uot, In fact, 
lielong to the crown of Spain, but 
were and remain the pro|>erty of tbs 
‘state,’ that is to say of Porto Rico, 
then the United States has no legjil 
claim thereto aud tho insular govern­

The commissioner says that tho mat­ 
ter of roads and bridges, particularly 
from the Interior to the seacoast, con­ 
tinues of prime Importance.

closely one studied the conditions in 
Port*! Rico, tho characteristics and pos­ 
sibilities of tilt* soil, the needs of out­ 
lets to markets, to the end that land­ 
owners might be encouraged to provide 
the work necessary for the existence 
of tin* laborers and their families, the 
more firm became the conviction tim 
the construction of roads, aside frot 
the benefit of immediate employment 
of labor, is the chief factor in the solu 
tion of the problem and certain aud en 
during prosperity for the island. 
The commissioner records his objec 
tion to the report of the board of army 
and navy officers which was appoint 
cd to*"examine and report respecting 
the part of public* lands used by tile 
United States aud Porto Rico required 
for the use of the military and nova 
establishments." 
Ile asks that con 
gress be fully informed of the shun 
tion in the matter—the rights and equl 
tics of the people of Hie islam Is—before 
any act of transfer Is permitted to 
pass, as he claims that the recoin men 
datums made, if approved by congress 
would work a great injustice to the 
Porto Ricans. 
The subject of agriculture, the com 
missioner says, is of prime Importance 
to the people of the island. The wealth 
of the island lies in the soil, and, given 
good roads, the enrichment, comfort 
happiness and, in fact, the very exist 
enoe of the people, depend upon the 
proper planting, care and cultivation 
of the soil 
Under Spanish rule no at­ 
tempts were made to enlighten, In­ 
struct or encourage the agriculturists, 
and therefore they are poor farmers 
without knowledge of the adaptability 
of th** products to soil, selection of 
seed, correct methods of cultivation or 
o f proper implements. Ile recommends 
tho immediate establishment of agri­ 
cultural experiment stations on the is­ 
land. In closing the commissioner says: 
“Notwithstanding the deplorable con­ 
dition of the laboring classes at the 
time of the cession of Porto Rico to 
the United States, the awful destine 
tion of life ami property wrought by 
the hurricane of 18P9, the injury to 
trade and commerce caused by the nee 
assary changes in the circulating me­ 
dium. aud, in spite of opposition and 
malicious representation as to the poli 
clos pursued, there are In all matters 
relating to the department of the In 
tcrior evidences of substantial progress 
made, and the prospects for the future 
are reasonably bright. There remains 
much to Im1 done; yet, with the exercise 
of patience, industry, wise discretion 
and zeal. the speedy rehabilitation of 
Porte Rico as a veritable garden spot, 
rich and prosperous aud the people 
fully employed, contented and hnppy, 
are conditions t hut those persons well 
informed as to the material resources 
of the islam! and the character and dis­ 
position of the people confidently pre­ 
dict. Capital is needed for the restora­ 
tion of old plantations and tho opening 
and cultivation of new estates. In the 
near future fruits and vegetables will. 
I believe, become large and profitable 
features of the agricultural industry of 
the island and a leading Item in the 
exports to the United States.”

The scandal affecting the nam e of 
Lord Starkville-W est, which is the lat­ 
est London sensation, recoils some in­ 
cidents in his career in this country 
while acting us m inister from G reat 
B ritain, which career was brought to a 
sudden close by political indiscretions j 
on bis part. 
Ile w as m inister here dur- j 
lug the first Cleveland H arrison cam- I 
a 1 
paign and daring th a t contest received j 
a letter from u C alifornia man w h o : 
signed him self "M urchison,” declared 
that he w as a form er British subject 
and asked an expression of opinion on 
the diplom atic question* pending be­ 
tween G reat B ritain aud the United 
States for the purpose of determ ining 
his vote. 
Lord Sackvllle replied, inti­ 
m ating th a t President Cleveland’s re­ 
election would be satisfactory to E ng­ 
land, and bls letter was m ade public, 
lits passports w ere prom ptly given to 
him, and lie returned to England. 
A W ashington correspondent recalls 
tile fright which I.ord Sackville-W est 
ut one tim e experienced through tho re­ 
ceipt of a m ysterious package suppos­ 
ed to have been sent by Eonian*. 
It sin* rn a th a t cue m orning an express 
company delivery wagon drew up t>e- 
fore the British establishm ent, on Con­ 
necticut. avenue, and deposited a par­ 
ticularly solemn and m ysterious box. 
The box in question was not much to 
boast of in the m atter of six*'. Inn it 
was a low browed and forbidding pack­ 
age, suggestive of strategem aud plot. 
It w as oblong In shape, very heavy as 
to Its specific gravity and absolutely 
noncom m ittal iu appearance. 
There 
was nothing to show w here it came 
from, the various tags and pasters hav­ 
ing bceu m ultiplied and superim posed 
so th a t no one could accurately deter­ 
mine its origin. 
The one conspicuous 
feature, however, w as an elaborate and 
explicit inscription, giviug m inute de­ 
tails as to the m anner in which the t>ox 
was to be opened. 
The legend entered 
into the most insignificant particulars, 
explaining every evolution with pains­ 
taking care, and leaving it to the fever­ 
ish Im agination of the reader to prefig­ 
ure tho ghastly consequence of the very 
smallest carelessness.

aud th a t perhaps the United States au­ 
thorities m ight like to exam ine the 
sam e a t their leisure. 
"W hat shall we do w ith It?" 
Tills 
was the dilem m a confronting the rep 
resentatives of our great aud glorious 
governm ent. 
It w as u very trum pery 
little package, so far as concerned its 
bize, but it w as trem endous in its m ys­ 
tery and suggestiveness. 
Those direc­ 
tions about the opening thereof read 
much like the program m e of a holo­ 
caust or the prophecy of uu eruption. 
The adjacent officiate felt that they 
were gazing ti pull the unknow u and 
the Im m easureable. 
The officials then put their heads to­ 
gether iu a sym posium of terror and 
confusion, w ondering w hat they should 
do next with the British m inister’s ex­ 
press package, and about that time 
a sm iling flunky appeared upon the 
scene bearing a very polite and some­ 
w hat urgent note In which the m inis­ 
ter, IIou. Liouel Sack Ville-W est, beg­ 
ged th a t the box lie returned to him 
im m ediately. 
This dreadful thing, as 
it afterw ard appeared, w as nothing 
more uor less titan th e w orking model 
of a m achine designed by some in­ 
genious cockney resident ITI the West 
Indies for the cheaper aud more ex­ 
peditious extraction of the Juices of 
pineapples aud so forth. 
Mr. W est had 
an Interest in the industry, aud the ma­ 
chine had been sent to him for his in­ 
spection and approval.

three perils w hich m enaced the stabil­ 
ity of the institutions of this c o u n try - 
two of th e three m unicipal m isgovern­ 
m ent and corporate greed. 
In th e bicentennial com m em orative 
address Mr. Ju stice Brew er com m ent­ 
ed upon th e enorm ous financial consol­ 
idations of the present tim e and the 
corresponding organization of labor, 
and tin* opinion w as advanced th a t tin* 
centralizing tendency w as an tagonis­ 
tic to th e republic and not consistent 
w ith popular governm ent. 
The pow er w hich private corpora­ 
tions possess and their capacity for 
m ischief are Ro boun(ll<*ss th a t serious 
men have realized the absolute neces­ 
sity for the protection of society. 
Take, by way of example, the railroad 
conjoint ions. 
It is w ithin their pow er 
to construct the industrial m ap of the 
United States. Bn Broad rates have be­ 
come 
the 
air 
in 
which 
industries 
breathe. 
The railroads by the rates 
they m ak e can decide w hether the b u t­ 
ter consum ed In New York city shall be 
produced in New York state or Michi­ 
gan or Ohio; w hether w estern m er­ 
chants who buy their goods in New 
York city shall have un advantage over 
those who buy them in 
Boston or 
Philadelphia. 
’ 
Tim e was, if it te not still, w hen the 
railroads 
could 
dictate 
not 
m erely 
w here industries could be carried on, 
blit by whom. 
T ake the case of tile S tandard Oil 
com pany. 
It certainly is no secret th a t 
the great monopoly it possesses w as 
built up by discrim ination In freight 
rates m ade by the railroad com panies 
upon the dem and of the S tandard OU 
com pany In order to crush the inde­ 
pendent refiners. In the course of a 
year and a half the com pany received. 
or w as said to have received, from th e 
railroads ten millions of dollar* la re­ 
bates. 
T he form ation of the U ntied S tates 
Steel com pany and other Industrial 
com binations of a like character lately 
effected have given great prom inence 
to the questions which relate, to the 
trusts. The speech which five president 
m ade a few m onths ago in .Minneapolis 
«s Indicative of a feeling which day by 
day Is becoming stronger. 
Ile said: 
“ More and more It is evident th a t th e 
state has got to possess the right of 
supervision and control.” 
T hat tru sts may result in a saving of 
the w astes of com petition is no doubt 
a good. A gainst th a t good, how ever. 
are possible evils of great m agnitude. 
The evil of stock w atering, of high 
prices to consum ers because of mo­ 
nopolistic power, of low prices to pro­ 
ducers of raw- m aterial, which the com ­ 
bination as being the largest buyer can 
compel the producer to accept, lower 
w ages to the laborer, and. above all. 
pow erful, if not corrupting. Influence 
which may be exerted over political 
organizations and over every d ep art­ 
ment of governm ent, the executive, the 
legislative aud the judicial. 
It te w ithin the recollection of some 
who are here present that it was open­ 
ly charged in the public press that the 
influence of a great corporation secured 
the appointm ent of a gentlem an now 
dead a* associate justice of the su­ 
prem e court of the United States. The 
Judiciary com m ittee of the senate de­ 
clined to report his nom ination favor­ 
ably. although, after much delay and 
considerable feeling, he w as finally con­ 
firmed by a m ajority of one. 
This 
is now m entioned simply to show- how 
It Is possible for corporate Influence to 
teach even the highest court. 
Tw enty-seven states and territo riesj 
have passed law s intended to destroy ! 
existing Industrial com binations and to I 
prevent the fu rth er organization of 
them .

Wu Ting Fang, Chinese m inister at 
W ashington, delivered an address be­ 
fore 4.000 stu d en ts of tho university 
a t Ann Arb a-, Mich., on "The Tenden 
clos of tile Tim es.” H e said in p art: 
"I fully appreciate the excellence of 
your political, economical and educa­ 
tional system s. 
Too much cannot be 
said In praise of the founders of this 
country f >r their foresight; but, ex 
ceilent as a re th e system s they found 
ed, they are not yet perfectly suited to 
all times. 
“China lived too much in the past. I 
am sorry for It. 
H er literature and 
her governm ent are relics of the past. 
They w ere nil right when China w as 
Isolated, but In these days of progress 
are inadequate for present needs.” 
Wu referred to th e strife which is al­ 
most constantly being waged betw een 
capital and labor in this country and 
said: 
" It Is said th a t capital is antagonis­ 
tic to labor. 
W hy is this so? 
One is 
essential to th e other. 
There should 
be a better application of the value of 
both. 
T ru sts and labor unions should 
unite. 
W hy should not disputes be­ 
tw een capital and labor be taken Into 
the courts, like civil suits, for settle­ 
m ent?” 
H eferring to the im m igration ta w a of 
the United States, W u said: 
“This country needs restrictive im ­ 
m igration law s of general scope and 
not law s th a t single out one race. T he 
special law s ag ain st Chinese im m igra­ 
tion are th e result of Ignorance of tho 
facts. 
“China has 350.000,000 people, and 
her im m ense territory Is able to sup­ 
port this population. 
All Chinam en 
love hom e and have a horror of trav e l­ 
ing abroad. 
All Chinam en except dip­ 
lom ats who leave China come from 
the province of Q uantung. 
The Chi­ 
nese b arriers in this country should be 
t rem oved.” 
W u said th a t th e treaty of 1888 w as 
m ade to stop C hinese labor, but since 
law s had been passed keeping out C hi­ 
nese m erchants and tradesm en; conse­ 
quently th e high and w orthy Chinese 
could not get into this country. 
Mr. W u said th e best w ay w as to go 
by th e Golden Buie.
